The table coyer|then was thrown several 
times at different persons in the room, bitting them The table was 
then moved in all directions , a piteher of water was thrown at one of 
the persons prosent, and partially teokwieet upon him. A tumbler of 
water was afterward dashed into the sme person's month as he opened 
it to sing, Books and papers were torn to pieces and Mung in the faces 


of persons present; a «tall HL soak nte 
ing upon the mantle-pieee, was e! door torn to pieces, and 


the pieces, together with the pandulujn, face, handa, ote, were thrown 
about the room, striking the wall aud theeeiling. The machinery of 
the clock was placed in the middle of the floor and eet to ruuning 
with great rapidity, and it kept in motion for an hour or more While 
it was running the Spirits called for singing, and they then caused the 
sounds of the motion of the clock ta beat time to the tune very accu- 
rately. A pitcher was thrown upon the stove, and thence fell upon the 
floor, making a noise as though it had been broken into many pieces; 
but on examination it was found whole. Various eommaunieations, 
signed by different Spirite, were silently written on different lips of 
paper, without human hands, during the time , and after these proceed 
ings had been kept up until half-pest eleven o'clock, the Spirits took 
their leave und the company parted, feeling that they had been mueh 
entertained and instructed. It should be added that these demonstra. 
tions took place in the absence of à lamp, but. it was sufficiently light 
in the room to enable the parties to see each other.
